A  very  cordial  invitation  is  extended 
to  all  interested  in  hardy  gardening  to 
look  over  our  gardens.  May  is  a  good  time 
to  see  Dutch  Bulbs,  Lilies  are  in  season 
from  early  June  until  mid-October,  Her¬ 
baceous  Perennials  are  in  flower  from 
April  until  December.  Even  in  winter  we 
usually  have  some  bulbs  or  herbs  showing 
flowers  in  warm  locations. 

The  great  fluctuations  in  currency  since 
the  United  States  abandoned  the  gold 
standard  which  Holland  still  retains,  and 
the  added  fact  that  the  Dutch  Government 
which  now  controls  the  bulb  industry  has 
fixed  minimum  prices  below  which  no  firms 
are  allowed  to  sell,  in  order  to  stabilize 
the  industry,  has  made  moderate  advances 
in  prices  necessary  particularly  in  the  case 
of  tulips  but  advances  made  in  this  list 
are  very  moderate  and  we  invite  a  com¬ 
parison  with  others  handling  the  same  high 
grade  of  bulbs. 

A  reduction  in  the  duty  on  tulip  bulbs 
makes  it  possible  to  offer  these  at  rather 
better  prices,  a  lifting  of  the  embargo  on 
Narcissus  in  December  1936  comes  too 
late  to  affect  values  the  coming  season 
but  will  benefit  buyers  the  following  year. 
It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  United 
States  purchases  barely  10  per  cent  of  the 
bulb  exports  of  Holland  only  one-sixth  of 
those  of  Great  Britain,  it  is  hoped  that 
this  percentage  will  be  increased  a  year 
hence  with  the  admission  of  Narcissus 
which  are  steadily  increasing  in  favor  here. 

Having  a  very  low  overhead  cost  we 
can  offer  attractive  prices.  A  cordial  invi¬ 
tation  is  extended  to  all  interested  in  bulb 
culture  to  inspect  our  extensive  stocks. 
Nearly  all  Dutch  bulbs  are  here  by  Sep¬ 
tember  15,  many  much  earlier.

We  grow  these  in  thousands 
in  Weymouth  in  full  sunshine,  and  our  collection  is 
without  a  rival  in  New  England.  From  a  very  small 
beginning  a  few  years  ago  a  large  business  has  been 
built  up  in  these  glorious  hardy  bulbs,  and  shipments 
are  made  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States  as  well  as 
Canada,  Great  Britain  and  other  countries.  Virtually 
every  variety  listed  may  be  found  growing  here  and 
unlike  the  majority  of  dealers  we  are  not  dependent 
on  bought  in  stock,  except  in  the  case  of  a  few  vari¬ 
eties.  The  superior  advantages  of  home  grown  bulbs 
with  their  greater  plumpness  must  be  apparent  to 
every  grower  of  these  beautiful  bulbous  plants. 

Some  varieties  like  oandidum  and  testaceum  are 
ready  in  August,  a  very  large  number  are  to  be  had 
in  September,  and  this  month  and  October  are  the 
best  in  the  year  for  the  planting  of  the  great  majority 
of  Lilies.  The  auratums,  speciosums,  sulphureums, 
and  a  few  other  varieties  can  be  planted  later  and  it 
is  better  to  get  these  in  during  late  fall  rather  than 
wait  until  spring.  Some  of  our  most  successful  plant¬ 
ings  of  Lilies  have  been  made  in  late  December  and 
January,  removing  a  crust  of  frost  to  get  them  into 
the  ground.  Very  little  winter  covering  is  necessary 
for  Lilies,  our  own  beds  get  virtually  nothing  at  all. 
So  long  as  drainage  is  good  there  need  be  no  fear  of 
Lilies  winter  killing.  To  extend  the  flowering  season 
plantings  of  such  varieties  as  speciosum,  auratum, 
Henryi,  regale,  sulphureum,  elegans,  tigrinum  and 
some  others  can  be  made  in  spring. 

Our  first  Lilies  to  open  in  1936  were  tenuifolium 
and  monadelphum,  both  during  late  May,  the  greater 
number  of  Lilies  bloom  during  June  and  July  but 
quite  a  number  flower  later  and  we  usually  have 
speciosums,  Formosanums  and  sulphureums  until 
mid-October  which  makes  a  fairly  long  season. 

Plant  candidum  only  IV2 — 2  inches  deep,  testaceum 
and  chalcedonicum  not  over  3  inches.  All  varieties 
making  roots  only  from  below  the  bulbs  should  be 
planted  shallow.  Stem  rooters  like  regale,  auratum, 
speciosum,  Henryi,  sulphureum,  Sargentiae,  and 
Willmottiae  require  covering  8  inches  and  even  more 
is  better  should  soil  be  very  light.  European  varieties 
like  candidum,  chalcedonicum,  monadelphum,  marta- 
gon,  testaceum  and  Pyrenaicum  like  a  well  sweetened 
soil  while  the  Asiatic  varieties  either  prefer  one 
which  is  alkaline  or  neutral.  Regale  seems  to  grow 
equally  well  in  an  acidy  as  a  sweet  soil.  Some  vari¬ 
eties  like  candidum,  testaceum,  chalcedonicum,  mar- 
tagon,  Japonicum  and  rubellum  are  best  laid  on  their 
sides  at  planting  time,  all  should  be  bedded  in  sand 
and  covered  with  it  before  being  filled  in. 

Very  retentive  soils  may  be  improved  by  adding 
peat  moss,  sharp  sand  and  fine  coal  ashes.  As  a  sum¬ 
mer  mulch  peat  moss  is  excellent,  but  do  not  use  it 
for  the  European  varieties.  Where  the  more  tender 
and  doubtful  varieties  are  being  tried  it  will  assist 
very  much  to  lay  strips  of  tar  paper  over  the  plant¬ 
ings  to  shed  water  in  winter. 

Lilies  are  effective  in  perennial  borders,  but  when 
planted  there  should  not  go  too  near  husky  growing 
plants,  when  mulching  beds  with  manure  avoid  scat¬ 
tering  it  over  the  Lilies.  In  beds  or  borders  by  them¬ 
selves  with  a  background  of  evergreen  or  not  too 
robust  deciduous  shrubs  Lilies  do  remarkably  well,  a 
groundwork  of  violas,  or  Nepeta  Mussini  may  be  used 
if  desired.  In  rhododendron  or  azalea  beds  auratum, 
superbum,  paradalinum,  Canadense,  Henryi  and  Grayi 
do  well  but  do  not  use  any  of  the  large  bulb  rooting 
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varieties.  For  the  wild  garden  our  native  varieties 
like  Philadelphicum,  Grayi,  Canadense,  superbum  and 
pardalinum  are  good,  so  is  tigrinum,  the  elegans  and 
umbellatum  varieties,  and  croceum.  For  rock  garden 
plantings  some  of  the  best  varieties  are  tenuifolium. 
Golden  Gleam,  amabile,  rubellum,  all  of  the  forms  of 
elegans,  concolor,  callosum  and  cernuum.  Numerous 
varieties  are  fine  for  pot  culture  including  regale, 
speciosum,  auratum,  Henryi,  Japonicum,  sulphureum, 
Batemanniae,  Croceum  and  others. 

Beds  entirely  devoted  to  Liliums  in  a  range  of 
varieties  to  flower  over  a  long  season  are  becoming 
popular.  Such  beds  should  be  well  prepared  as  re¬ 
gards  drainage.  Low  growing  annuals  or  perennials 
can  be  used  as  a  ground  cover  and  will  furnish  a  suit¬ 
able  summer  mulch. 

Our  displays  of  Hardy  Liliums  have  secured  nu¬ 
merous  awards  of  gold  and  silver  medals  at  exhibi¬ 
tions  during  the  past  few  years.  On  June  28,  1933,  an 
exhibit  of  60  varieties  in  Boston  on  the  occasion  of 
the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Rose  Society 
was  awarded  a  gold  medal,  this  contained  a  number 
of  new  and  rare  varieties. 

We  wish  to  draw  special  attention  to  our  collection 
of  Lilium  seeds  which  is  the  most  complete  offered  in 
America.  Many  varieties  will  germinate  within  3-4 
weeks  and  a  few  will  bloom  the  second  season.  If 
started  under  glass  in  heat  certain  kinds  can  be  flow¬ 
ered  the  same  year  including  Formosanum.  We  have 
made  shipments  of  Lilium  seeds  to  France,  Great 
Britain,  Soviet  Russia,  Japan,  British  Honduras, 
Cuba,  South  Africa,  New  Zealand  and  Italy.

bloom  . 

Coridion.  Resembles  concolor  in  its 
habit  of  growth.  Color  deep  yellow

Creelmanni  (Creelman  Lily).  A  superb 
hybrid  raised  in  Canada  between 
regale  and  Sargentiae.  Intermediate 
in  habit  and  flower,  but  much  later 

flowering.  Extra  large  bulbs . 

Croceum.  This  is  the  true  old  orange 
lily  of  British  gardens  where  it  is 
seen  growing  luxuriantly  on  every 
hand,  grows  much  taller  than  um- 
bellatum  and  blooms  later,  not  in¬ 
frequently  carrying  16 — 20  flowers 
to  each  stem.  Color  rich  orange, 

one  of  our  very  best  lilies . 

Davidi  (Thayerae).  This  rather  scarce 
Chinese  lily  is  of  graceful  habit  and 
while  the  flowers  are  similar  to  those 
of  Willmottiae  they  are  produced 
later,  it  has  a  sturdier  stem  however. 
Flowers  are  cinnabar  red  in  color  and 
the  foliage  is  narrow  and  grass-like.

One  of  the  late 
Reginald  Farrer’s  introductions  and 
referred  to  by  him  as  resembling  a 
“white  marbled  martagon/’  This 
does  fairly  well  in  New  England  and

Elegans  (Thunbergianum).  A  dwarf 
growing  and  early  flowering  type  of 
lilies  coming  in  several  colors.  Good 
both  for  the  border  and  the  rock  gar¬ 
den  as  well  as  the  wild  garden.  There 
are  some  very  fine  forms  of  this 
easily  grown  lily.

Formosanum  (Philippinense  Formo- 
sanum).  We  are  now  using  the 
European  name  for  this  fine  lily,  as 
bulbs  of  this  hardy  form  are  from 
Formosa  and  not  the  Philippines  the 
older  name  should  be  dropped.  This 
is  the  most  remarkable  lily  intro¬ 
duced  in  late  years,  its  ease  of  cul¬ 
ture  with  its  facility  of  increase 
from  seeds  makes  it  come  within 
the  range  of  everyone  with  a  gar¬ 
den.  Seeds  sown  early  will  produce 
flowering  plants  easily  the  same 
year.  Has  a  wiry  stem,  long  grace¬ 
ful  leaves,  trumpets  are  much  longer 
and  narrower  than  those  of  regale 
but  similar  in  color,  there  is  a  pure 
white  form  favored  for  forcing  but 
outdoors  we  much  prefer  the  variety 
with  the  exterior  of  the  trumpets 
pleasingly  colored.  Heavy  stem 
rooter. 

Early  Variety.  This  starts  bloom¬ 
ing  outdoors  as  regale  finishes,  plant 
8  inches  deep.  Height  2-214  feet. 

Late  Variety.  Blooms  from  mid- 
August  until  late  October,  grows 
taller  than  the  early  variety,  some¬ 
times  6-8  feet.

LILIUM  SEEDS 

A  great  majority  of  Liliums  come  quite  readily 
from  seeds.  Some  like  regale  and  all  its  hybrids, 
Pride  of  Charlotte,  Willmottiae,  Davidi,  Formosa- 
num,  Henryi,  tenuifolium,  umbellatum,  candidum 
Saionica  var.,  amabile,  concolor,  longiflorum,  and 
elegans  will  usually  germinate  within  a  month.  On 
the  other  hand  auratum,  speciosum,  martagon, 
Marhan,  the  Backhouse  hybrids,  giganteum  Hima- 
laicum,  and  all  North  American  varieties  are  very 
slow  some  requiring  as  much  as  12  months  to 
germinate,  some  of  these  will  make  a  small  bulb 
but  no  leaves  the  first  season. 

Sowing  may  be  done  under  glass  in  the  home  in 
winter,  or  in  cold  frames  or  the  open  about  May 
1.  Rather  late  fall  before  sharp  frosts  is  another 
good  time  to  sow  seeds  outdoors  or  in  a  frame. 
Started  early,  Formosanum  will  flower  the  first 
season,  a  number  of  others  will  bloom  the  second 
season. 

Seeds  may  be  sown  in  either  shallow  drills  or 
broadcasted,  cover  not  over  XA  inch.  For  soil  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  garden  soil,  sand  and  either  leaf  mold  or 
peat  moss  answers  very  well.

These  strikingly  beautiful  hardy  desert  plants 
come  to  us  from  the  mountains  of  Western  and  Cen¬ 
tral  Asia.  My  first  planting  of  them  in  Massachu- 
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setts  was  as  long  ago  as  1900.  Their  large  octopus¬ 
like  roots  should  be  planted  in  the  fall  preferably  in 
well  drained  soil  which  should  contain  planty  of  either 
peat  moss  or  leaf  mold  with  a  good  addition  of  sharp 
sand.  Cover  the  roots  about  5  inches  and  the  central 
crown  rather  less.  Growth  starts  very  early  in  the 
spring  and  to  prevent  injury  to  the  shoots  drawn  earth 
about  them  and  tuck  some  sore  of  evergreen  branches 
around  them  to  protect  them.  Spikes  will  raise  to  a 
height  of  10  feet  or  more  on  well  established  plants 
and  their  sturdy  stalks  from  which  pushes  2 — 3  feet 
of  flowers  in  late  May  are  thrilling  to  all  flower  lov¬ 
ers.  Lay  a  piece  of  tar  paper  over  crowns  in  winter 
to  shed  water  although  they  usually  do  not  require 
this  care.  Protect  with  salt  hay  or  leaves  over  winter.
